A QUESTION 
mark hangs over 
the future of one 
of the last three 
general hospitals 
in Bridgend coun¬ 
ty borough. 

Consultations are 
under way about what 
should happen to 
Maesgwyn Community 
Hospital in Bryncethin. 

Its future is in doubt 
because it has just lost a 
cohort of patients who 
have been transferred 
from Morlais ward to the 
new 42-bed Angelton 
clinic at Glanrhyd 
Hospital. 

The new clinic deals 
with people suffering 
with dementia. 

That leaves 

Maesgwyn with only 
Teilo ward, a medical 
ward currently housing

The news has been 
welcomed by town cen¬ 
tre traders, as the store 
is within easy walking 
distance of the town 
centre, so there could be 
spin-off business for 
local shopkeepers. 


£1.2m in developing 
Community Integrated 
Care Services in 
Bridgend with a multi¬ 
agency team of more 
than 70 staff to provide 
care to people in their 
own homes. 

This new development 
has dismayed Bryncethin 
councillor Gary Thomas. 

“I am very disappoint¬ 
ed to hear about doubts 
over the future of 
Maesgwyn,” he said. 

“Only last autumn, we 
had a presentation at 
BCBC from the board, 
which said that they had 
big plans for Maesgwyn. 

“I was looking for¬ 
ward to hearing what the 
future would hold for this 
hospital, which employs 
a lot of local people and 
is at the heart of the com¬ 
munity. 

“I hope that our fears 
about closure are 
unfounded and that there 
is a future for it.” 

Coun Thomas said 
that he would be pressing 
for alternative uses to be 
found for Morlais ward. 

SHORTAGE 
OF BEDS 

“We have a situation 
in the Princess of Wales 
where they can barely 
cope with the number of 
patients needing to be 
admitted. 

“I understand that 
there are not enough beds 
there to cater for all the 
people who need treat¬ 
ment, especially when 
we have things like a flu 
epidemic. 

“Yet, at the same time, 
we have a hospital at 
Maesgwyn with an 
empty ward. Why don’t 
they use Maesgwyn as an 
overflow for Princess of 
Wales? 

“They could send 
patients to Maesgwyn 


who are recuperating 
from illness and just need 
a bit of convalescence 
before going home. 

“That would free up 
the beds they are occupy¬ 
ing in the main hospital,” 
he insisted. 

“We always used to 
have small hospitals in 
the area providing conva¬ 
lescence - hospitals like 
Cefn Hirgoed, Blackmill 
and Merthyr Mawr Road 
- but they have all been 
closed. 

“It was very short¬ 
sighted, especially as 
Bridgend is seeing its 
population increase with 
the development of 
estates like Broadlands 
and Parc Derwen. 

“We also have an age¬ 
ing population which 
means that the demand 
for hospital care will 
increase. 

“I will be putting for¬ 
ward this proposal at the 
public meetings,” Coun 
Thomas vowed. 

Coun Pat Penpraze of 
neighbouring Bryncoch 
said that she was also 
monitoring the situation 
at Maesgwyn and would 
be making her views 
known at the public 
meetings. 

If Maesgwyn closes, 
the only hospitals left 
would be the Princess of 
Wales Hospital in 
Bridgend and Maesteg 
Community Hospital. 

A discussion document 
on the issues surrounding 
respite care is being pub¬ 
lished shortly by the 
board.

Man sent obscene 
text messages to 
Bridgend teenager 


A BRIDGEND 
teenager received 
obscene text mes¬ 
sages from a man 
nearly three times 
his age, Cardiff 
Crown Court has 
heard. 

David Harris (43) of 
Llanharry had been con¬ 
victed by Vale magis¬ 
trates of sending 
obscene messages and 
had been committed to 
the crown court for sen¬ 
tence. 

He was jailed for 20 
months, and on release 
was ordered to register 


as a sex offender for 10 
years. 

Prosecutor John 
Lloyd said that in 
November, a group of 
teenage boys visited the 
Odeon cinema at the 
Bridgend Designer 
Outlet, and one received 
a text message from 
Harris. 

Later, that boy had a 
sleepover with a friend 
in the town and at mid¬ 
night received another 
text message from the 
defendant. 

“It was obscene and 
concerned a homosexual 
sex act,” said Mr Lloyd. 


Harris was arrested 
and claimed he didn’t 
know the age of the boy. 

The court was told he 
had convictions for tak¬ 
ing indecent photo¬ 
graphs of children and 
making indecent photo¬ 
graphs of children. 

He was also in breach 
of a community order 
for making indecent 
photographs. 

His solicitor, Stuart 
George, said that Harris’ 
best mitigation was his 
immediate guilty plea.

The Grade 2 listed 
building, plus a wooden 
annexe, was declared 
surplus to requirements 
at last week’s cabinet 
meeting. 

Coed Parc at present 
houses the reference and 
information centre run by 
the library service and 
also offices for other 
council staff. 


However, in March 
last year, an inspection 
revealed that the main 
house and other build¬ 
ings were in a very poor 
state of repair, which has 
been exacerbated by the 
recent bad weather and 
also a rat infestation. 

A report to cabinet 
said that the timber 
annexe , which houses 
the reference library, is in 
an “advanced state of 
disrepair” with deteriora¬ 
tion of structural timbers, 
extensive rot and is 
beyond any form of eco¬ 
nomical repair and 
should be demolished. 


The main house needs 
re-roofing and extensive 
repairs. The council does 
not have the funds to 
carry out the repairs 
needed. As a result, deci¬ 
sions have been made to 
move staff out, leaving 
Coed Parc surplus to 
requirements. 

The administrative 
functions of the library 
service have already 
been relocated to the 
Raven’s Court building 
on Tondu Road. 

It has also been decid¬ 
ed that the old Ty’r Ardd 
day centre at Sunnyside, 
which has closed, will be

Council is to 
consult on school 
catchment area 


A SECOND consul¬ 
tation is to take 
place with residents 
of Broadlands in 
Bridgend over 
plans to change the 
catchment area of 
their local school. 

Bridgend’s cabinet 
had been recommended 
by officers to change the 
catchment of Maes yr 
Haul school, which is 
running out of space, and 
re-assign part of the 
estate to the catchment 
for Trelales Primary 
School in Laleston. 

There is opposition to 
this plan from residents 
and as a result, the cabi¬ 
net has deferred a deci¬ 
sion until a second con¬ 
sultation can take place. 

Coun Alana Davies, 
who is the cabinet mem¬ 
ber for Children and 
Young People, said it 
was important to hear 
what the community 
thinks. 

She went on: “But it 
does not change the fact 
that we have to address 


the issue of Maes yr 
Haul’s catchment area, 
which will ultimately 
have to change, but it 
will allow us to hear the 
widest range of opin¬ 
ion.” 

She stressed that no 
child currently attending 
the school would have to 
leave. 

The school currently 
has 550 pupils and there 
is no room for further 
expansion on the site. 
The number of children 
living in Broadlands is 
expected to increase as 
the estate expands. 

The cabinet was being 
recommended to change 
the catchment with parts 
of Broadlands being re¬ 
designated to the 
Trelales catchment. 

A safe route to school 
would be provided from 
the estate to the school. 

Officers also stated 
that every effort would 
be made to keep siblings 
together if some are 
already in Maes yr Haul, 
although that could not 
be guaranteed.

‘A woman of firsts’ who distin¬ 
guished herself in a number of 
areas of Welsh life - that is one 
of the ways that Susan E 
Williams, who was born in 
Llantwit Major in 1915, will be 
remembered. 

Mrs Williams, who was born at The 
Ham in Llantwit on August 17, 1915, 
died on January 7 at the age of 95 at a 
hospital in Surrey. 

She lived in Bonvilston for many 
years, then at Llanrumney Hall, and 
moved to Welsh St Donats with her 
husband, Charles Crofts Llewellyn 
Williams in 1950 - he died two years 
later. 

Her nephew, Mr Rhydian Llewellyn, 
told The GEM: “She was a woman of 
firsts - a remarkable woman with a 
strong personality. 

“In 2001 she had a serious stroke 
and was taken to the Princess of Wales 
Hospital. They thought that she would¬ 
n’t talk or walk again, but they didn’t 
know her.” 

Mrs Williams recovered and lived 
for another decade! 

Among the many notable firsts in 
her life was becoming the first woman 
High Sheriff of Glamorgan. 

Mrs Williams was the great grand 
daughter of Charles Croft Williams, 
who was the Mayor of Cardiff four 
times and the first chairman of the 
Cardiff Gas, Light and Coke Company. 
A bust of her great grandfather is dis¬ 
played in City Hall. 

During the war, Mrs Williams 
served in the Women’s Auxiliary Air 
Force, retiring as a Wing Officer. 

After the war, she distinguished her¬ 
self with service to Welsh life. In 1958, 
she was awarded an MBE for helping 
with the Cardiff Empire and 
Commonwealth Games when she was 
in charge of all the women athletes. 

She also made a huge contribution 
to life in the Vale. In 1961, she began 
serving as a JP; in 1968, she became 
the High Sheriff of Glamorgan; from

1973 to 1981, she was Deputy 
Lieutenant, and she was the first 
woman to be appointed County 
Lieutenant in Wales in 1981. 

She became Lord-Lieutenant of 
South Glamorgan in December 1985, 
following the retirement of Sir 
Cennydd Traherne. 

Mrs Williams also served as presi¬ 
dent of the Glamorgan Council for the 
Order of St John and president of the 
Royal Bath and Wells Show. 

A keen horsewoman, she used to 
ride with the Glamorgan Hunt and her 
father, Mr R H Williams, was master 
of the hunt for 20 years. She was also 
the first woman steward at Chepstow 
Racecourse. 

Mrs Williams and Johnny Clay, the 
former Glamorgan and England crick¬ 
eter, jointly owned Charlie H, which in 
front of the one of the biggest crowds 
in years, won the 1972 Welsh Grand 
National. Charlie H came in two-and- 
a-half lengths clear of Fair Vulgan. 

Mrs Williams had horses in training 
with Bob Turnell for more than 25 
years, perhaps the best of them being 
Tree Tangle.

MUSICAL MOSAIC SHINES 
LIGHT ON LOCAL TALENT 


HE Bridgend 
Youth 
Theatre 
(BYT) ‘took over’ 
the Grand Pavilion 
recently, with three 
shows featuring tal¬ 
ent nurtured in the 
county borough. 

The juniors were fea¬ 
tured in pictures in last 
week’s GEM as they 
performed their post¬ 
poned Christmas enter¬ 
tainment on the Sunday 
afternoon, while the sen¬ 
iors did the same in the 
evening. 

It confirmed, once 
again, that the steady 
stream of talent that has 
passed through the BYT 
is in no danger of drying 
up. 

However, it was the 
Saturday evening show, 
entitled Mosaic of 
Musicals that was most 
interesting, particularly 
if anyone wonders what 
happens to the young 
performers when they 
strike out into the big 
wide world. 

Staged as a fundraiser 
for Nicky Phillips, who 
has just started a degree 
course at the Royal 
Welsh College of Music 
and Drama, it featured 
past and present BYT 
performers, some who 
are still developing in 
various drama colleges, 
and some who are get¬ 
ting paid for work in TV, 
theatre or film.

made it a special night. 

Performer after per¬ 
former stepped up and 
hit the heights, and the 
first turned out to be the 
show’s musical director 
Neil Parker - the first of 
a trio of Parkers on 
stage, as his cousins Dan 
and Ben performed later. 

Neil offered a fault¬ 
less and witty rendition 
of ‘Mr Cellophane’ from 
Chicago. 

Katie Salt was next 
and sang ‘Over the 
Rainbow’. There are 
three versions of this 
song nowadays - the 
Hollywood film one of 
course, and then the Eva 
Cassidy treatment and 
the ukelele one popu¬ 
larised by Glee. 

Katie has been doing 
Eva’s version for some 
time now, and it was as 
polished as you would 
expect.

She was then 
joined on stage by her 
twin sister, Mari, to sing 
another song from the 
same show ‘For Good’. 

Mari and Lowri have 
been with the BYT for 
quite some time now, 
and they have a flair for 
comedy and excellent 
voices - as they proved 
on stage. 

Mari stayed on stage 
to be the foil for Nicky 
as he sang ‘Me’ - a 
comedy song from 
Beauty and the Beast. 
They recently played 
these roles in Maesteg 
and they had the audi¬ 
ence in stitches. 

Next on stage was 
Ben Rowland, best 
known in Porthcawl for 
playing the lead in Jekyll 
and Hyde, when 
Porthcawl 

Comprehensive per¬ 
formed the show. Ben is 
in his second year in 
drama college in 
Guildford and he is 
clearly building on the 
promise he showed then. 

He sang ‘Proud Lady’ 
from a less well-known 
musical, The Baker's 
Wife, and he really 
brought the house down 
with a bravura perform¬ 
ance. Ben is one of those 
actors who is so at home 
on the stage that he 
seems to grow taller 
when the spotlight hits 
him 

He stayed on stage to 


sing another comedy 
song, ‘Agony’, from Into 
the Woods, with Nicky, 
where the two actors 
played the part of big¬ 
headed Prince 
Charmings. 

Ashley Hunt was on 
stage next. He left the 
BYT several years ago 
and is now getting regu¬ 
lar acting work and 
recently finished work 
filming on Martin 
Scorsese’s latest project. 
He sailed through ‘Slap 
that bass’ from Crazy for 
You. 

The first half finished 
with a tour-de-force - 
three songs from Les 
Miserables. First was 
Richard Berman with a 
powerful rendition of 
‘Stars’, followed by cur¬ 
rent BYT member Mel 
Stevens singing ‘I 
Dreamed a Dream’ 
excellently. 

Finally, Alice Davies 
from Porthcawl 
Comprehensive sang 
Eponine’s ‘On My Own’ 
- again really well. Alice 
will be back on the 
pavilion stage in early 
February for the school’s 
production of Les Mis, 
although I am told that 
she will be playing a dif¬ 
ferent role. 

The standard stayed 
high for the second half, 
starting with a polished 
‘Gee Officer Krupke’ 
from West Side Story.

comic performance by 
James Morgan of ‘Can’t 
keep it Down’ also from 
Fame. 

There were fine duets 
from Ben Rowland and 
Charlotte Hatcher 
(‘Dangerous Game’ from 
Jekyll), Nick and Ash 
(‘Poor Judd is Dead’ 
from Oklahoma) and 
from Alice Davies and 
Michaela Davies (‘I Still 
Believe’ from Miss 
Saigon). 

There was also a 
show stopping perform¬ 
ance from Joe Wiltshire 
Smith, playing the 
deranged Nazi play¬ 
wright in The Producers. 

In two weeks for 
Porthcawl 

Comprehensive, he will 
be Jean Valjean in Les 
Mis, and it just isn’t pos¬ 
sible to find two roles 
that are further apart. 

Everyone was in hys¬ 
terics, and it meant that 
Ben Rowland had to 
come on stage and sing 
his serious number with 
everyone still trying to 
stifle the giggles - 
including Ben. 

There were ensemble 
performances as well in 
what was a packed 
evening. Great talent on 
stage. Great band. A 
great night.

‘CANCER DRUG RULING FROM THE N 

ASSEMBLY IS TRAGIC FOR WALES’

T HE Welsh 
Assembly 
Government 
has decided to ignore 
the UK government 
policy to introduce a 
cancer drug fund. 

This is a tragic decision 
and it is a policy that will 
mean that life-extending 
cancer drugs that are 
available in England will 
not be available to 
patients here in Wales, in 
spite of Wales being given 
the funding for it. 
Devolution naturally 


allows the Welsh 
Assembly Government to 
decide how best to spend 
the money allocated to 
Wales. The UK govern¬ 
ment decided to protect 
the NHS and to make cut 
backs elsewhere, whereas 
the Welsh Assembly 
Government has chosen 
to cut health and fund 
other policy areas. 

Essentially this means 
that if you are suffering 
from cancer in Wales, you 
will not get access to a 
£200M cancer drugs fund 
that is available to 


patients in England. 

I think this is a tragic 
set of circumstances and 
hope that the Assembly 
Government will re-think 
their policy. 

MPs are lobbied on a 
number of policy areas, 
but few things have 
angered patients more 
than this. Cancer chari¬ 
ties, victims and profes¬ 
sional bodies have all 
expressed concern to me 
and my colleagues that 
the situation could lead to 
better survival rates in 
England and Scotland,

than here in Wales. 

A similar situation 


occurred some years ago 
over the treatment of 
prostate cancer. In 
Wales, brachytherapy 
wasn’t initially available 
here, although it was used 
regularly in England. In 
the end, WAG were 
forced to back down after 
hearing of individual 
cases. 

I raised the matter in 
the House of Commons 
chamber and Andrew 
Lansley had to say that it 
was a matter for the 
Welsh Assembly 
Government, although he 


hoped they would follow 
suit. 

When I have raised the 
matter with the Assembly 
Government, they advise 
me that they prefer to 
fund prescriptions and 
free car parking. This 
cannot be right. 

Anyone who was over 
60 or claiming any form 
of benefit used to have 
free prescriptions and 
should continue to do so. 
However, I do think that 
anyone in full time 
employment should pay 
their £5 or so for their 


prescriptions, so that oth¬ 
ers can benefit from life 
extending cancer drugs. 

If anyone is in the trag¬ 
ic situation of not receiv¬ 
ing the cancer drug that 
they believe they need, I 
ask them to contact me 
and I will do all I can to 
help. 

It is likely to be an 
uphill task but I will do 
all I can to make them 
change their policies to 
reflect the needs here in 
the Vale. Of course, all 
matters will be dealt in 
the utmost privacy. ^

Bridgend MP 
Madeleine Moon said 
that the Heroes Return 2 
programme run by the 
Big Lottery Fund pro¬ 
vides grants to help vet¬ 
erans to commemorate 
events that led to the 
end of World War Two. 

“Grants can be pro¬ 
vided for spouses and 
carers to travel with vet¬ 
erans, and war widows 
and widowers are also 
eligible for funding. 

“Awards of between 
£150 and £5,500 are 
available, depending on 
the destination and the 
number of people taking 
part. The scheme has 
been extended, with the 
final deadline for appli¬ 
cations now January 31, 
2012,” she explained.

HAVE YOU MADE 
YOUR WILL YET? 


E VERY adult in the United 
Kingdom should consider mak¬ 
ing a Will, and here are some 
of the reasons why:

LOCAL HEALTH BOARD BACKS CLOSURE 
OF LLANDOUGH HOSPITAL BABY UNIT 


A reorganisation of 
local hospital services, 
which includes the clo¬ 
sure of the maternity 
department at 

Llandough Hospital, is 
to go ahead - following 
the completion of a con¬ 
sultation period. 

Health chiefs have 
stressed although the baby 


unit in Llandough will close. 
Mothers-to-be in the Vale 
will in future be able to 
decide on whether to have a 
birth at home, or under the 
care of a consultant or mid¬ 
wife in Cardiff. 

In the Vale, there has been 
opposition to the closure of 
the baby unit at Llandough 
because mothers will have to 
travel into Cardiff. 

Mr Paul Holland, the 


deputy chief executive and 
director of planning for 
Cardiff and Vale University 
Health Board, stressed that 
the board believed it was in 
the overall interests of 
patients. 

He explained: “In terms of 
maternity services, women 
will still be able to choose 
where to give birth - 
whether that is at home, in a 
midwife-led unit or receiving 


consultant-led care at UHW. 

“Considerable investment 
in terms of increased 
staffing, additional bed 
capacity and major capital 
work has been made to 
ensure the best possible care 
is provided to mothers with¬ 
in the Vale and Cardiff. 

“We remain committed to 
providing locally-based ante¬ 
natal and post-natal care 
within the Vale, and to devel¬ 


oping a ‘home birthing 
team’, so women have confi¬ 
dence in accessing local care 
and ongoing support during 
the early part of mother¬ 
hood. 

“The Health Board will 
now begin the process of 
implementing the changes 
and will make sure that 
patients and staff are fully 
informed of the progress 
being made,” he promised.

Local table tennis player needs 
sponsorship to compete in Games 


Paul’s ‘last chance’ of 
Paralympic glory is hit 
by sporting catch-22

A DISABLED table 
tennis player who 
had set his sights on 
competing in the 
Paralympic Games 
in London next year 
is facing the end of 
his dream - unless 
he can get some 
sponsorship. 

Paul Davies, aged 44, 
of Hall Drive, North 
Comelly, is a member of 
the British Paraplegic 
table tennis squad but 
was told last week that 
his funding was being 
removed. 

His position in the 
squad will be reviewed in 
July and a decision on his 
future will be taken on 
the strength of his tour¬ 
nament successes 

between then and now. 

However, he finds 
himself in a catch-22 sit¬ 
uation, because without 
funding, Mr Davies will 
be unable to compete in 
any competitions as they 
all take place abroad. 

He told The GEM: 
“There are four competi¬ 
tions between now and 
July. 

“They are in Slovenia, 
the Netherlands, 

Slovakia and Romania. 
Without that funding to 
cover my expenses of 
about £4,500, I will be 
unable to go to any of 
them.” 

Mr Davies was paral¬ 
ysed in a motor cycle 
crash when he was 19. 
Initially, he was affected 
from the neck down, but 
movement returned to his 
upper body and he has 
been playing table tennis 
for the past 20 years. 

Mr Davies said that 
table tennis was his main 
interest. 

“It has been a life 
saver,” he said. “I spent 
five years doing nothing 
and getting depressed, 
but playing table tennis 
has become my life. I 
don’t know what I will 
do without it.” 

Mr Davies was 
shocked to be told that he 


and six others were being 
removed from the squad 
to make way for younger 
players. 

“I had only just got 
back from the world 
championships in Korea. 
I was unplaced but I was 
up against the world 
number one who 
knocked me out. 

“I am ranked 10 in the 
world and I am the 
British number one in my 
class.” 

Mr Davies plays in 
class one, which is for 
people in wheelchairs. 
He said that he had been 
wrongly classed for 20 
years and it was only 
when he was placed in 
this new class last year 
that he was able to really 
make his mark. 

“That’s why I missed 
earlier Paralympics,” he 
said. “I was up against 
much fitter players with 
fewer disabilities and 
failed to qualify.” 

Since being reclassi¬ 
fied, Mr Davies has beat¬ 
en the world numbers 2, 
4, 7 and 9 in competi¬ 
tions over the past year. 

Mr Davies said that 
UK Sport, which gives 
out lottery funding, has 
been putting pressure on 
the British Disabled 
Table Tennis Association 
to reduce the size of the 
squad to cut costs. 

They were also focus¬ 
ing on building a team 
for the 2016 Paralympics 
rather than using players 
like himself, who are 
older and who would 
compete in London. 

Mr Davies said that 
although his funding has 
been taken away, unlike 
the other six who were 
dropped, he has been told 
that he can carry on com¬ 
peting until July, when he 
will be reviewed. 

Mr Davies suffered his 
accident in 1986. His 
wife Debbie, who was 
then his girlfriend, was 
on the back of the bike at 
the time. 

“We were travelling 
down from Maesteg and 
had gone through 
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Coytrahen when I hit the 
kerb,” he said. “It was a 
lack of concentration for 
just a second but it left 
me paralysed for life.” 

The couple married 
soon after the accident 
and Debbie accompanies 
Paul to all tournaments 
as his carer. 

They are both from 
Cornelly and Paul had 
been working in Day’s 
Medical Aids in 
Bridgend. 

“I used to be making 
wheelchairs and now I 
am in one,” he said. “It’s 
ironic.” 

Paul has a special 
wheelchair for playing 
table tennis which is 
higher than usual and 
also has wheels that lock. 
He bought that himself 
only a year ago at a cost 
of £3,000. 

After his accident, he 
had rehabilitation at 
Rookwood Hospital and 
that is when he started 
playing table tennis. 

“I had played as a 
youngster in youth club 
and the hospital had a 
team, so it started from 
there.” 

Paul usually trains in 
Pyle Life Centre and 
plays against his regular 
partner Robert Davies, 
who lives in Brecon. 
They are coached by Neil

Robinson, who is an offi¬ 
cial GB coach. 

“I train three days a 
week for six hours at a 
time. That’s going on at 
the moment, but if in July 
they axe me totally, I will 
lose all this. Robert is 
only 25 and is carrying 
on in the squad.” 

Mr Davies needs to 
raise about £4,500 in 
order to compete in the 
international tourna¬ 
ments. He is hoping that 
local organisations and 
companies may be will¬ 
ing to make a donation. 

“Unless I compete I 
will be unable to prove 
myself,” he said. “I need 
to show that I can win 
tournaments and then 
they will consider re¬ 
instating me. 

“I desperately want to 
compete at the London 
Paralympics. It is my 
dream and my last shot at 
a Paralympic title. What 
has happened has been 
very upsetting.” 

Mr Davies needs to 
register for the competi¬ 
tions very soon so is 
looking for some imme¬ 
diate sponsorship.

Baby is orphaned as 
three die in car crash

TWO families from 
Porthcawl have 
been left devastated 
after a crash on the 
M4 at Cardiff late 
on Monday night 
(January 17). 

In the crash, 56- 
year-old Stephen 
Padden, his son 
Thomas Padden, aged 
20, and Thomas’s part¬ 
ner, 23-year-old Louise 
Evans, all from 
Porthcawl, tragically 
died after the red 
Peugeot 406 they were 
travelling in left the 
motorway at 11.30pm 
between junctions 32 
and 33. 

Thomas’ mother, 
51-year-old Suzanne, 
and the couple’s six- 
month-old baby, 
Logan, were taken to 


the University Hospital 
of Wales with less seri¬ 
ous injuries. Suzanne 
was later discharged, 
while the baby was said 
to be in a stable condi¬ 
tion. 

Friends have spoken 
of the young couple’s 
shared love of the sea. 
In fact, they were 
returning from a fami¬ 
ly surfing holiday in 
Morocco and had earli¬ 
er landed at Gatwick 
Airport. 

Tom was a champi¬ 
on surfer, winning the 
under-18 Welsh title in 
2008. and he spent as 
much time as possible 
at Rest Bay, although 
he had grown up in 
Pontyclun, moving to 
Porthcawl four years 


ago. His parents were 
also keen surfers. 

Louise Evans came 
from a family where 
her father and two 
uncles were all stal¬ 
warts of Porthcawl 
RNLI. 

Tragically, her 
father, Mike, died in 
April last year. As the 
longest-serving 
Porthcawl RNLI mem¬ 
ber, his ashes were 
scattered at sea. 

Louise was a former 
pupil at Porthcawl 
Comprehensive School 
and the headteacher, 
Kenny Dykes, said: 
“The school communi¬ 
ty is devastated at the 
news of this tragedy. 

“We extend our 
deepest sympathy to 
Louise’s mum and the 
rest of her family at 
this sad time. 

“Many of her teach¬ 
ers are still at the 
school and are deeply 
shocked and saddened. 
Louise was a very pop¬ 
ular girl, well liked, 
friendly, and as a result 
had many friends. 

“She enjoyed school 
and joined in the whole 
life of the school. She 
studied a wide range of 
subjects, leaving in 
2003 at the end of year- 
11 . 

“All who knew her 


remember her with 
respect and affection.” 

Louise and Logan 
were regulars at Rest 
Bay, watching Tom 
surf, and the surfing 
community has been 
deeply affected. 

The chairman of the 
Welsh Coast Surf 
Club, Tom Anderson, 
described Tom Padden 
as a “fearless and 
intrepid surfer”. 

He said that word 
had already spread 
that out in Morocco, 
Tom had ridden the 
biggest wave of the sea¬ 
son at Anka Point - a 
real coup for any 
surfer. 

He added that the 
surfing community 
would do all it could to 
help Tom’s baby. 

Sgt Louise French of 
the Roads Policing 
Unit said: “We are 
keen to speak to any¬ 
one who witnessed the 
collision or who drove 
past soon afterwards. 

“We would also wel¬ 
come information from 
anyone who saw the 
vehicle being driven 
prior to the collision.”

progress. 

His mother, Fiona, 
who remains at his bed¬ 
side in Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital, Cambridge, 
told The GEM: “Tobias 
is doing well at the 
moment, and he is out 
and about in his chair for 
longer periods of time. 

“He is very aware of 
early changes in his 
breathing, which makes 
it easier to manage any 
care he needs. 

“He has more feeling 
coming back, and to 
some degree he can now 
feel if his bladder is full. 

“He has had to have 
the nasal gastric tube 
inserted again just to top 
up his diet, and I am hop¬ 



ing that it will be just 
short term until he boosts 
his metabolism and his 
eating increases.” 

Last Saturday, the 
Cardiff outreach team 
from British Gas visited 
Tobias and gave him a 
selection of tops, pyja¬ 
mas, some DVDs and a 
Spiderman TV. 


Fiona said: “He was 
soon chatting to them 
all!” 

Fundraisers aiming to 
raise at least £20,000 to 
enable Tobias to have a

breathing pacemaker fit¬ 
ted, have so far reached 
£4,000. Tobias has 
already been presented 
with a lap top computer 
on which he can commu¬ 
nicate with his school 
friends in Barry. 

The chief fundraiser, 
Tracey Smith, told The 
GEM: “We want to do a 
spring ball sometime in 
March. We are looking

Last-ditch attempt to 
save the Vale court 


The Vale MP, Alun 
Cairns, has sais he 
is meeting the 
courts’ Minister on 
February 2 - in a 
last ditch attempt to 
save the Vale 
Magistrates Court 
based in Barry. 

Mr Cairns will be 
accompanied at the 
meeting by Mr David 
Taylor, chairman of the 
magistrates’ bench. 

The court has been 
earmarked for closure 
under Coalition plans to 
make the system of jus¬ 
tice more modern and 
efficient. 

Mr Cairns said he 
would be underlining the 
“full consequences of 
closure” to the Minister 
responsible, Jonathan 
Djanogly MP. 

Mr Cairns insisted: 
“The decision to close 
the court is wrong. I’m 
keen to ensure that the 
Minister fully appreci¬ 
ates the consequences of 
this decision. 

“The costs of provid¬ 
ing a modern court serv¬ 
ice to the residents and 
businesses in the Vale 
and, of course, the social 
and political ramifica¬ 
tions of activities linked 
with the courthouse 
within our county need 
to be fully considered. 

“Local magistrates, 
charitable groups and I 


worked together to pre¬ 
pare the case supporting 
the court. I am aghast at 
the decision and will not 
let it rest.” 

Jane Hutt, the Vale 
Assembly Member, also 
had strong words for 
those in Westminster, 
claiming that if they 
failed to backtrack on the 
decision, it would 
demonstrate a lack of 
commitment to local jus¬ 
tice. 

She protested: “The 
magistrates court in 
Barry is being closed by 
the UK Government 
despite the overwhelm¬ 
ing opposition to this 


closure from the people 
of Barry and the Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

“The compelling evi¬ 
dence has been presented 
to the Ministry for 
Justice, backed by a peti¬ 
tion I presented of more 
than 1,000 signatures. 

“The Minister must 
reverse this decision. If 
he does not, it is clear 
that the UK Coalition 
Government does not 
care about the local jus¬ 
tice needs of the largest 
town in Wales.” 

If closure does go 
ahead, the remaining 
court staff will be trans¬ 
ferred within the court 


system. The GEM under¬ 
stands that the support 
services total seven peo¬ 
ple - two security offi¬ 
cers and five cleaning 
staff. 

A spokesman for 
Mitie Security comment¬ 
ed that in the event of 
closure, security officers 
would be deployed else¬ 
where. 

A spokeswoman for 
the cleaning contracters 
OCS explained that the 
company’s staff are con¬ 
tinuing to provide servic¬ 
es to the court, but she 
was not in a position to 
add any further details.

Event organisers in 
the rural Vale can 
become members of the 
network and take advan¬ 
tage of the equipment 
available which includes 
gazebos, two way radios, 
high-visibility jackets 
and hand wash units. 

Since it was estab¬ 
lished, the network has 
grown to 20 members, 
arranging events from 
large scale operations 
like the Cowbridge Food 
and Drink Festival to 
smaller community 
events - including 
switching on Christmas 
lights and local commu¬ 
nity fetes. 

One local event that 
has taken full advantage 
of the network is the 
annual Penmark Music 
Festival. Gavin Davies, a 


member of the Penmark 
Village Centre commit¬ 
tee which organises the 
event, spoke about the 
advantages and benefits 
of becoming a member. 

“This year was the 
fourth annual Penmark 
Musical Festival and 
since becoming part of 
the REN network we 
decided that this year we 
would take advantage of 
the free equipment avail¬ 
able. 

“Having the use of 
such essential event 
equipment has not only 
saved us hundreds of 
pounds but it also helped 
the event run smoothly 
and more efficiently. As 
there are only about 60 
houses in Penmark put¬ 
ting on a large event like 
this means a lot of work 
for our village committee 
so for us the support and 
equipment was invalu¬ 
able. 

“The gazebos came in 
particularly handy as 
holding an outdoor 
music festival is risky in 
Wales and the gazebos 
were there just in case 
the heavens decided to 
open. 

“It is fantastic that our 
local council is support¬ 
ing rural events. These 
type of events are an 
integral part in bringing 
communities closer 
together and I would 
encourage anyone think¬ 
ing of holding an event 
in the Vale of Glamorgan 
to become a member. We 
will certainly be using 
the REN equipment at 
the festival next year.” 

REN holds regular 
events where its mem¬ 
bers can get together and 


share best practise, good 
and bad experiences and 
recommend suppliers. It 
is hoped that with the 
continued growth of the 
Network, rural events in 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
will continue to prosper 
and grow in size and 
popularity. 

Sarah Jones, events 
officer for the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council and 
director of the Rural 
Events Network, com¬ 
mented: “I am extremely 
happy with the response 
that REN has had so far 
from its members. 


“As the network con¬ 
tinues to grow, we are 
hoping that more and 
more event organisers 
will share their experi¬ 
ences and therefore help 
to create a range of 
diverse and entertaining 
events across the rural 
Vale.”

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Council 
may start 
employing 
own traffic 
wardens 


THE Vale Council 
is considering 
whether to set up 
its own team of 
traffic wardens - 
after South Wales 
Police withdrew 
them from the 
area. 

The plan was due to 
be considered yester¬ 
day (January 19) at a 
council cabinet meet¬ 
ing. 

A council spokes¬ 
woman said: “While 
the police can still 
issue parking tickets, it 
is recognised that a 
traffic warden service 
is also needed to help 
keep traffic moving 
freely.” 

However, the esti¬ 
mated set up costs are 
surprising - totalling 
£300,000, and are 
detailed in a report by 
council officers. 

This says that to 
acquire the necessary 
legal powers, the coun¬ 
cil will have to formal¬ 
ly apply to the 
Assembly for a ‘desig¬ 
nation order’ which 
would decriminalise 
parking enforcement 
throughout the Vale. 

From that date, 
South Wales Police will 
be unable to enforce 
the majority of park¬ 
ing-related offences, 
apart from obstruc¬ 
tion. 

The report says that 
the application is esti¬ 
mated to take around 
eight to 12 months to 
complete, with the 
Assembly requiring a 
minimum of six 
months to process the 
application from the 
date of receipt. 

The council will 
have to check that all 
its traffic orders and 
signs will be compati¬ 
ble and will not leave 
legal loopholes. 

The report says: 
“This is a major 
undertaking estimated 
to cost £170,000 and 
forms a large part of 
the set up costs. 


“In addition to this, 
a comprehensive con¬ 
sultation exercise 
would have to be 
undertaken.” 

Parking tickets are 
likely to be £70 or £50, 
depending on the 
offence, with a 50 per 
cent discount if paid 
within 14 days. 

The report notes 
that during a 12- 
month period in 
2008/09, the two war¬ 
dens who worked in 
the Vale issued 3,700 
tickets. 

Therefore, if the 
average revenue per 
ticket were to be, for 
example, £50, those 
two wardens would 
generate £185,000 for 
the Vale Council. 

However, despite the 
potential large rev¬ 
enue, the £300,000 set¬ 
up costs did put off 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council, 
which at the moment 
has no plans to do the 
same. 

Who knows, per¬ 
haps the Vale Council 
could hire out traffic 
wardens to Bridgend? 
- for a small fee of 
course. 

Coun Geoff Cox, the 
cabinet member for 
visible and building 
Services, said: “As the 
local highway authori¬ 
ty, the council decides 
where parking and 
traffic restrictions are 
needed to keep traffic 
moving safely and 
freely. 

“However, the coun¬ 
cil has no power to 
enforce these restric¬ 
tions as this currently 
rests with South Wales 
Police traffic wardens. 

“It is necessary for 
the council to consider 
taking on these powers 
at this time, in order to 
ensure that our high¬ 
ways continue to be 
properly managed and 
the interests of our res¬ 
idents and businesses 
are protected.” 


Responders appeal 
for new members 


First Responders in 
the Vale have made 
an urgent appeal for 
more members in 
Cowbridge, St 
Athan, Rhoose, 
Llantwit Major and 
Penarth. 

Spokesman Brian 
Foley explained: “Our 
volunteers lead normal 
lives, but commit their 
spare time, responding at 
anytime of the day or 
night to 999 emergency 
calls in the local commu¬ 


nity. We are recruiting 
volunteers across the 
Vale and a new recruit 
training course is sched¬ 
uled to take place in 
March. 

“The teams are desper¬ 
ate to boost their num¬ 
bers to increase their 
contribution to their local 
communities.”

Hygiene ratings will help 
diners choose just where 
to take their business... 

C USTOMERS 
eating out in 
the Vale will 
now be better 
informed about the 
hygiene standards 
of the food outlets 
they’re visiting - 
thanks to the intro¬ 
duction of a new 
scheme. 

From January 1, the 
Vale Council joined the 
National Food Hygiene 
Rating Scheme 
(NFHRS). 

The scheme has been 
developed by the Food 
Standards Agency (FSA) 
in partnership with local 
authorities and business 
representatives, and pro¬ 
vides information on 
food hygiene standards 
to help people to choose 
where to eat out or shop 
for food. 

Food outlets such as 
restaurants, takeaways 
and pubs are inspected 



by the council’s environ¬ 
mental health officers to 
check that their hygiene 
standards meet legal 
requirements. 

The hygiene standards 
are rated on a scale rang¬ 
ing from zero at the bot¬ 
tom (meaning ‘urgent 
improvement necessary’) 
to a top rating of five 
(‘very good’).

for anyone to view on 
the Food Standards 
Agency website from 
the end of February at 
food.gov.uk/ratings. 

Food businesses will 
be encouraged to display 
a sticker and certificate 
at the entrance to their 
premises. 

This means customers 
can easily see the ratings 
and decide if they want 
to go in. 

In preparation, envi¬ 
ronmental health officers 
are running workshops 
for local food businesses 
over the next six 
months. The first was 
held last week at the 
council’s Civic Offices. 

Coun Hunter Jarvie, 
cabinet member for pub¬ 
lic protection, said: “We 
are participating in the 
National Food Hygiene 
Rating Scheme as we 
can see the benefits for 
local food businesses 


and the people that eat 
and shop in them. 

He said: “The public 
will be able to use the 
ratings when deciding 
which outlets to visit, 
and we hope that food 
companies will recog¬ 
nise that displaying a 
good hygiene rating is 
good for business. 

“When customers 
expect to see a rating, 
there is a real incentive 
for food businesses to 
seek to make improve¬ 
ments to their hygiene 
standards.” 

Catriona Stewart, 
head of the food hygiene 
ratings team at the Food 
Standards Agency, 
added: “We are encour¬ 
aging as many local 
authorities as possible to 
run the scheme, so it’s 
great news that the Vale 
Council is the latest to 
announce its intention to 
participate.”

C OLIN 

FIRTH has 
been putting 
together a body of 
work over the last 
few years that has 
been mightily 
impressive. 

Having mixed more 
serious work such as 
And When Did You Last 
See Your Father and 
Genova with more pop¬ 
ulist fare such as St 
Trinians and Mamma 
Mia!, the thread 
between them all has 
been that Firth has been 
the best thing in them. 

Having gained huge 
acclaim for last year’s A 
Single Man (though 
missing out on the Oscar 
to Jeff Bridges), there 
has been a similar 
groundswell for both 
Firth and his fellow 
actors, writer and direc¬ 
tor, with The King's 
Speech. 

Firth plays King 
George VI, who reluc¬ 
tantly assumes the 
throne when his brother 
(played by Guy Pearce) 
stands down. Plagued by 
a stammer and consid¬ 
ered unfit to be king, 
George, or Bertie as he 
was known, engages the 
help of an unorthodox 
speech therapist named 
Lionel Logue (Geoffrey 
Rush). 

As Logue helps 
Bertie overcome his 
stammer, the threat of 
war looms over Britain, 
and Bertie must stand 
tall at his nation’s hour 
of need... 

By now the over¬ 
whelming praise afford¬ 
ed to The King’s Speech 
has made the fdm some¬ 


thing of a revelation, the 
film being met with uni¬ 
versal praise and credit. 
So, is Screen Talk going 
to be the column that 
bursts the film’s bubble? 

The answer is a 
resounding no, as The 
King’s Speech is an 
absolutely captivating, 
hugely impressive piece 
of work that has been 
rightly hailed from the 
rooftops. 

Much of the credit for 
this lies with screen¬ 
writer David Seidler, 
who takes what could 
have been a stuffy, pre¬ 
tentious look at this 
moment in history, and 
yet turns it into some¬ 
thing moving, witty and 
wholly engaging. 

Despite a cinematic 
CV suggesting anything 
but quality (2008’s Kung 
Fu Killer leaping out), 
Seidler earns his spurs 
here, drawing out the 
humanity of the charac¬ 
ters and their situations, 
and making the royal 
family seem that little 
bit more human. 

There is little time for 
pomp and ceremony (the 
coronation is shown as a 
wall projection as the 
newly-crowned king and 
family watch it), Seidler 
instead focusing on 
characters. 

He takes great delight 
in crashing the worlds of 
royalty and the common 
man (in Logue) together, 
whether it be Logue 
talking to Queen 
Elizabeth from the toilet 
or the royal pair visiting 
Logue at his home for 
tea, and he spins the 
occasional friction into 
the exchanges between 
the pair during their 
therapy, as Bertie is

slowly persuaded that 
Logue is more than just 
a smooth-talking man 
peddling false remedy. 

It borrows a touch 
from the romantic come¬ 
dy template, the pair 
undergoing the same 
path as all those mis¬ 
matched couples that 
ultimately end up 
together, and while that 
(and its historic basis) 
lends it a degree of 
inevitability, it is still 
nonetheless vastly 
watchable. 

In the director’s chair, 
Tom Hooper is similarly 
revelatory. Having 
helmed The Damned 
United, the director con¬ 
tinues that film’s tone of 
capturing the moment 
and not being too intru¬ 
sive of the scene, and 
the restrained direction 
is a joy to watch. 

With a knowing sub¬ 
tlety that conveys his 
faith in the screenplay, 
Hooper shoots with skill 
and style while captur¬ 
ing the backroom hulla¬ 
baloo of death and abdi¬ 
cations with a keen eye 
for the character. 

With a muted colour 
scheme, he mines the 
most from his locations, 
whether it’s Logue’s 
treatment room which 
doubles as a confession¬ 
al for a king opening up 
to a commoner, or the 
royal households that 
show doubt and fragility 
beneath their veneer of 
poise, bringing the film 
richly and vividly to life 
without being overly 


flashy. 

Colin Firth has been 
rightly highlighted for 
his performance (claim¬ 
ing a Golden Globe on 
Sunday evening), but his 
is one of three absolute¬ 
ly mesmerising turns 
from actors who clearly 
relish getting the bit 
between their teeth. As 
the monarch unable to 
properly articulate him¬ 
self, Firth is incredible, 
capturing and conveying 
the numerous emotions 
Bertie goes through on 
his journey from son of 
a king to king himself. 

It is a turn that veers 
from nobility, to anger, 
to resignation, to doubt, 
to fear; it is an all- 
encompassing turn from 
the actor who never 
over-eggs the pudding, 
the performance natura¬ 
listic yet full of heart. 

Much like Helen 
Mirren’s turn as the 
Queen, Firth allows us 
under the royalty and 
inside the man, and 
makes for a thoroughly 
engaging protagonist. 

Opposite him, 
Geoffrey Rush offers a 
turn that is a sublime 
lesson in delivering an 
exceptional turn while 
complementing the per¬ 
formance opposite it. 

Rush takes great 
delight in Logue’s pecu¬ 
liar methods and idio¬ 
syncrasies, and his turn 
is the perfect counter¬ 
point to Firth. Acting as 
more than merely a 
speech therapist, at 
times a confidant, Rush 
underpins the film and 
his relationship with 
Firth is played out and 
observed beautifully. 

The third fine turn 
comes from Helena 
Bonham Carter, as 
Bertie’s wife and future 
Queen Mother, who 
shows a quick wit and a 
steely determination to 
help her husband as best 
she can.

Mr Deere stated that 
staff at the council 
offices did not receive 
any notice of the ques¬ 
tion. 

He said: “They have 
ransacked the office 
looking for a letter and 
checked both the coun¬ 
cil’s e-mail accounts, but 
no trace of his question 
can be found. We there¬ 
fore had no inkling in 
advance of last 
Thursday’s meeting of 
his intention to ask this 
question.” 

Mr Deere said that he 
could not understand 
why Mr Walter had a 
problem with the town 
council’s finances. 

“All our accounts are 
in the public domain and 
are properly audited.

Special meeting 
called on Island 
Farm development

BRIDGEND Town Council is 
to hold a special meeting to 
discuss the Island Farm plan¬ 
ning application. 

The plan for sports facilities on 
land adjoining the Bridgend Science 
Park near Merthyr Mawr is due to 
come up at a special meeting of the 
borough development control com¬ 
mittee on February 24. 

The application, by HD Ltd of 
Merthyr Mawr Road is in outline and 
all matters are reserved for subse¬ 
quent approval. 

The latest scheme is to build a 
number of facilities including: 

• A 15,000 seater rugby league 
stadium. 

• A 2,000 seater football stadium 
and two additional football pitches . 

• A 5,000 seater rugby stadium 
plus three outdoor training pitches 

• An indoor tennis centre plus ten 
outdoor courts. 

• An indoor 4G training pitch and 
sports hall offering sports like bad¬ 
minton and squash. 

• An indoor swimming pool (25m) 
within the sports centre. 

• A 150 space park and ride facili¬ 
ty. 

• Parking for 2,262 vehicles. 

Other elements of the scheme 

include a 21,000 sq metre extension 
to the Science Park. 

The application includes details of 
highways, paths, landscaping and a 
nature conservation area. 

A new access road will be created 
off the A48 and there will be an 
internal service road off that to serve 
Hut 9, which is a grade 2 listed 
building. 

Objectors at the borough planning 
meeting are to be given a total of 10 
minutes in which to address the com¬ 
mittee - which is an increase on the 
time usually allowed. 

The applicant will be given 10 
minutes and Bridgend Town Council 
and Merthyr Mawr Community 
Council will get three minutes each. 

The committee will then debate 
the application and local members 
who are not on the committee are 
also allowed to speak. 

Coun Diane Bums told Bridgend 
Town Council that they needed to 
consider the application afresh, as 
many of the details had changed 
from the earlier application which 
they discussed in 2009. 

She said: “We set up a special sub¬ 
committee then which met Merthyr 
Mawr and Laleston councils. At that 


point, 37 questions were raised about 
the plan and as a result, the applica¬ 
tion was deferred for further investi¬ 
gations to be carried out.” 

Coun Burns said that bearing in 
mind the time lapse and the changes, 
there was a need for the town coun¬ 
cil to re-address some of the issues. 

She said that a report was com¬ 
missioned into the capacity of the 
A48 to absorb the extra traffic that 
would be generated, but the town 
council had not seen that report. 

“How can we make a decision if 
we do not know all the facts? There 
were also concerns about the road 
through the Science Park, but have 
those concerns been answered?” 

She also asked about the route 
people would take walking from the 
site to the bus and railways stations. 

“And what about noise? she 
added. “If pop concerts are staged in 
the stadium, residents will have to 
put up with noise.” 

Coun Edith Hughes felt that 
before the town council could speak 
at the borough planning meeting and 
put forward its views, a thorough 
discussion was needed. 

She said that if the A48 was 
widened by the development, there 
would be a bottleneck further along 
when it narrowed again. 

Coun Diane Burns said that the 
town council’s previous decision 
was not to object if its concerns were 
answered but they had not received 
any further information. 

Coun Bob Burns stated that 
although he sat on the borough plan¬ 
ning committee, he had not made up 
his mind on the application. 

“I have been approached by peo¬ 
ple expressing concern that I must 
listen to. People have been making 
representations suggesting that our 
original decision is now ‘suspect.’ 

“I support the need for this coun¬ 
cil to re-evaluate this application 
and it needs as much information as 
it can get to make a bona fide deci¬ 
sion.” 

Coun David Unwin suggested that 
the special meeting be convened on 
Tuesday, February 1, when council¬ 
lors can also discuss a new planning 
application from Paddle Homes to 
build 75 houses on the old railway 
embankment running between old 
and new Brackla. 

He said that in the meantime, the 
town council would seek to get as 
much additional information as pos¬ 
sible. This was agreed.

Focus on local and national 
concerns to protect our 
businesses and communities 


I N balancing my 
ministerial and 
constituency 
duties, the needs 
and issues of com¬ 
munities and busi¬ 
nesses, nationally 
and locally, are 
clearly reflected. 

Over the past few 
weeks, I have been 
engaged fully in 
responding to the winter 
pressures as Minister 
and Vale Assembly 
Member.

as reporting on NHS 
pressures, school clo¬ 
sures and the impact on 
vulnerable people in 
terms of warmth and 
social support. 

I was able to report in 
my business statement 
last week on the £110m 
for the NHS to help 
meet winter pressures as 
the snow fell in early 
December. 


In responding to calls 
made to my constituency 
office in the Christmas 
week about clearing 
access to Barry Hospital, 
gritting side roads and 
assisting people with 
heating problems, I 
liaised closely with the 
Vale Council, the Cardiff 
and Vale University 
Health Board and local 
councillors. 

The feedback on those 
days when the pave¬ 
ments and roads were 
often treacherous, con¬ 
tinues into the New Year 
as people report on the 
difficulties they encoun¬ 
tered. 

These will all be fed 
back to the local authori¬ 
ty for their consideration 
in preparation for further 
adverse winter condi¬ 
tions. 

In the past week, fur¬ 
ther anxieties have been 
raised as a result of the 
heavy rainfall across 
Wales with the local area 
at the forefront of my 
concerns. 

Visiting Llantwit 
Major at the weekend to 
check out the impact of 
the heavy rains, will lead 
me to raise concerns 
with the Environment 
Agency and my col¬ 
league Jane Davidson 
AM.

“The Budget is about 
resilience — resilience in 
our economy and in the 
provision of vital servic¬ 
es on which we all 
depend. ” 

We have given a bet¬ 
ter financial settlement 
to local government in 
Wales than the UK 
Government has in 
England. 

This means that we 
can work together to 
protect the most vulnera¬ 
ble in our communities 
by providing an extra 
£3 5m for social services 
over the next three 
years, and protecting the 
schools budget with an 
extra £61m over this 
period. 

Our careful planning 
means that Welsh stu¬ 
dents will not have to 
pay extra tuition fees 
wherever they study and 
we will also keep our 
educational maintenance 
allowances for the 
younger age group. 
These are policy deci¬ 
sions made in Wales by 
a Welsh Government. 

I have also been con¬ 
cerned in the past few 
weeks with the needs of 
our town centres. With 
the £9 million Welsh 
Assembly Government 
regeneration funding for 
Barry now resulting in 
over £2m allocated 
already, we will see a

Mike takes Forum members on 
nostalgic train ride - in pictures!

AFTER delighting 
forum members 
with his talk about 
the early pop scene, 
Mike Wilcock 
returned at the last 
meeting to talk 
about the new 
Tornado steam phe¬ 
nomenon. 

Mike is a very keen 
photographer of rail mat¬ 
ters and his talk was well 
illustrated with many 
moving shots of this 
newly-created A Class 
steam locomotive. 

Many readers will be 
familiar with the story of 
how a group of enthusi¬ 
asts in England had the 
faith and creative enthu¬ 
siasm to raise and spend 
three million pounds in 
building a copy of this 
steam locomotive 
designed in the 1940s. 

The Tornado took 
about 18 years to build 
and was finally dedicated 
by Prince Charles in 
2009. 

This impressive 
engine now makes regu¬ 
lar trips around the UK 
and can actually be hired 


for £1,000 a time. Mr 
Wilcock showed mem¬ 
bers several films of a 
visit this engine, with its 
Pullman carriages, paid 
both to Cardiff and 
Swansea, and over in the 
west country at 
Minehead. 

On the later trip, Mike 
was privileged to ride on 
the footplate, getting his 
ride in just in time before 
such jaunts were banned 
on health and safety 
grounds. 

Moving a great steam 


locomotive around 
Britain is, as Mr Wilcock 
made clear, an exercise 
fraught with difficulties 
normally not understood 
by a generation who 
grew up in an age of 
steam. 

There are now no 
troughs on the lines 
enabling steam engines 
to pick up vital water 
supplies at high speed, 
water has to be taken on 
ahead, to await the train 
in water bowsers. 

Steam coal which now 


comes from Russia, has 
to be waiting for pick-up 
in large paper bags, and 
there are no turn-tables to 
turn the engines around. 
Since steam engines are 
not allowed to run back¬ 
wards these days, again 
on health and safety 
grounds, a diesel engine 
has to tow the passenger 
carriages back to the 
depot in the north of 
England. 

The logistics of a 
seemingly simple and 
hugely popular tourist 
trip for nostalgia buffs 
are daunting, but the pub¬ 
lic benefit from the dedi¬ 
cated efforts of a few 
enthusiasts. 

Next week, members 
will be enjoying their 
annual dinner, but on 
January 27, Mrs 
Margaret Bourke will 
speak on ‘Jam, Jerusalem 
and Suffragettes’.

The importance of 
point-to-point racing

P oint-to- 
point rac¬ 
ing has never 
been so popular, 
especially in the 
Vale where last sea¬ 
son thousands 
flocked to meetings 
held at Laleston, 
Bonvilston and 
Ystradowen. 

Unlike ordinary race 
meetings, there is a cer¬ 
tain charm about point- 
to-pointing, a big plus 
being the informality of 
it all and allowing race¬ 
goers to mix freely with 
owners, riders and train¬ 
ers. 

The picturesque sur¬ 
roundings of the coun¬ 
tryside, the bookmakers, 
picnic baskets and trade 
stalls are all part of the 
attraction. 

This amateur sport 
provides a good training 
ground for riders and 
horses who may eventu¬ 
ally compete under 
National Hunt rules 
proper. 

Sam Waley-Cohen for 
instance, who won the 
King George V1 Chase 
at Kempton last week on 
Long Run, beating the 
legendary Kauto Star 
into third place, made a 
name for himself when 
winning the Welsh 
Point-To-Point Grand 
National at the Pentyrch 
at Bonvilston on another 
French-bred horse 


Down, three years in a 
row in 2002, 2003 and 
2004. 

The sport also gives 
those horses under 
‘rules’, who have 
become a bit one-paced 
a chance to try their luck 
between-the-flags, as the 
sport is also known. 

Former Welsh cham¬ 
pion point-to-point rider 
Tim Vaughan, who 
trains at Aberthin, is a 
great supporter of point- 
to-point racing as is 
Llancarfan’s Evan 
Williams, a former 
national point-to-point 
champion rider. 

Norton’s Coin, who 
won the 1990 
Cheltenham Gold Cup at 
odds of 100-1 and three 
times Cheltenham Gold 
Cup winner Best Mate 
are just two horses that 
graduated from the 
point-to-point field. 

Nearly 50 years ago, 
when I reported on my 
first point-to-point, the 
Glamorgan Hunt meet¬ 
ing at Penllyn, 
Cowbridge, five races 
on the race card were 
standard. However, 
these days eight or nine 
race cards are nothing 
unusual. 

I will never forget the 
very first point-to-point 
I attended. It was the 
Pentyrch Hunt at 


Rhiwbina Farm, Cardiff, 
on April 5, 1952.1 was 
just 16-years-old and it 
proved something of a 
revelation to me and I 
soon became an ardent 
fan, travelling by bus to 
all the other local point- 
to-points. 

I would follow my 
hero Bill Jones and 
favourite horses such as 
Cariff Princess, 

Sylvester 11, Spurn 
Head and Sally On ; but 
little did I think then 
that one day I would be 
reporting on the sport 
for such esteemed publi¬ 
cations as The Sporting 
Life and Horse and 
Hound. 

Meanwhile, good 
news is that AGA are 
the new sponsors of the 
ladies’ open point-to- 
point championship final 
at Cheltenham 
Racecourse on May 4.
